Another important matter to which public 
attention bss been drawn in this oage is “the 
procedure of tho guardians with regard to 
tenders and contracts, ‘I'Le board wero glad to 
Jearn that this procedure bas’ been greatly 
improved. They would, however, remiod the 
guardians that their so!9 object should be to 
obtain goods of tha quelity requirel on the 
terms most advantageous to the.union, and thal, 
in order to secure that the contracty made are 
strictly observed, the constant and personal 
vigitance of the guordisns is necesnary, “hoe 
board hare under consideration tho isauo of a 
new order, which it is hoped will make the task 
of guardiens jn thin matter less difficult, 

‘They may point out that tho system under 
which contracts and tenders are dealt with 
varies greatly in different Unions. They havo 
moch information onthe subjvet, and will be 
willing to advise both puardians and contractors 
on any points of diffloulty that may arise, I 
am directed to draw attention to tho fact that 
the board have power te determine contracts, 
and Jam to state that they wonld not. hesitate 
fo exercisy this power when necessary; and 
would bo prepared to investigate any complaint 
mede to them either by the contruetors or by 
the guardinns. The system ‘ander which 
outdoor relief is at present administered in tho 
West Ham Union should bo reconsidered, 


and in this connexion the board would 
yomind the guardians of the report 
which the district ouditor made on tho 


subject lust year. They -have directed the 
pew inspector of the district, Mr. Oxley, to 
give special attention to this matter. 

The board sre most anxicus that the ad- 
ministration of the. Union should be placed on 
a proper foolirg, and onrried on with efficiency.

DOCTORS TRY ANOTHER PLAN. 


People whoused to suffer torments of thirat 
in typloid fov-r will wish they had postpoaed 
the altack until the present day, when such 
theories of trea‘ ment as the following from the

Af L were asked to name the cardinal features 
in the management of typhoid fover, I would 
ray (1) Propet feeding, (2) the prevenlioa of 
oxcessive waste incident to bigh temperature, 
by the uso of water externally and’ intornally. 
(3) elimination, throrgh tho akio, kidnays, and 
intestinal tract, by rupplying the patient with 
an abundance of water and keeping the body 
clean aud comfortable, 

T muke itan invariable rule to i siat that the 
patient drin-s frequently and fceely of water, 
thereby aiding . elimination through the 
intervention of the ekin and kidueys, keaping 
the gen ral tone of the patient at tho highest 
standard, and-the temperature is held more 
readily in cheok. In tact, I regard the internal 
use of oo sburdance of water of 60 muob 
importance that I always instruct the nurse to 
jxeoord the quantity of water given, just av 
assiduously aa she does the medicine and food.

AN AMERICAN AUTHORITY ON” 
JAPANESE RELATIONS. 


Mr, H. W, Denison is an Amerioan of 
ropnte and an adviser to the Jipaness Foreign 
OMice, Consequently bis remarks on'tho itlegod 
crises have considerable value. From, o 
frequently quoted interviow at New York, 
through which city ho pusaed on his.vay to 
The Wague, wo extract tho following 
passages :-— 

Japan is not looking for trouble, There is 
no warlike spirit in tha ‘country. So far as 
Thavo hoard, there is uo thought of taking 
the Philippines. Japan doosn't: want) war 
with any country, cortainly not with America.

the Govérnment, They canuot understand why 
this should be so, and they uré trying to find 
out, Who they investigate th.y tuke away 
the concession in many instances, It might ba 
said that China is enjoying now on a. primitive 
seole whet the United States has been going 
through—the invo tigation period, Bofors 
China becomes anything she must develop a 
Government, Sho has none now, Thore is no 
respect in China for govornment. Tho people 
thomevlyes don’t care whether they aro ruled 
by Great Britain, Kussia or any other courtry. 
ANl thay want “is their home, .They have 
domestic but not netiopal pride. And until 
Chinamen aro found who are willing to give up 
some of thoir préparty thé country will not 
progress. Development will ba ‘very’ slow. I 
would say that it will take the country fifty 
years to become developed.” 
" NAT.ONS WiLL FORCE OPEN MARKBT. 
“China might be divided up, smong’ nations. 
no one can tall, What the commorcial natinns 
of tho world would prefor at tho pressut time is 
for Chinvse markets for forsiga manufactured 
goods to open up. This is the particular interest 
foreign uations have for hina, I would aay, 
“Uf course if China should suddenly broaden 
out into a civilised country—if she should march 
forward in. tha next fow years, a8 Japan has— 
sho would be a tromendona toree. But do you 
suppose the other nations of the world want to 
see that? No: They want hor market for their 
fonds to vevelop,.. The Chinese are good people, 
jut, a3 T aay, they have no pride in government ; 
no national spirits. They knaw nothing about 
government and care nothing for it. ‘I'here 
isn’t the spirit. we havein Japan. There tbe 
people sra ready to give up their lives for their 
Government and to surrender thair property 
also if necessary, ‘That is what has pushed 
Japan ahead so rapidly.” .
